speech. The words were spoken in its pres- 
ence, and were so joined to this transaction 
that every sight of the pillar would remind 
them of their obligations and promises. 
How awfully solemn must havobcoa tho as- 
semblage and the occasion! Tho eye and 
the car of the people being both addressed, 
it was calculated to leave an indelible im- 
pression; and. with spirits elevated by their 
brilliant victories ia the land of promise, 
memory would often revert to the strilring 
scene on Mounts Ebal anil Gcrizim and in 
tho valo of Sychar. 


OUK HiiMOKTAi,—The Lord's Supper is the 


memorial ot our covenant with God, and 
over testifies to the promises .ire have made 
to God, as well as His covenant of love to- 
ward us. The church where we have wit- 
nessed to Christ, the Bible we have been 
accustomed to road, the holy associations of 
religion, are ail witnesses to our covenant 
promises. 


COMMENTS—Tho excellent example set 


the people by Joshua, m boldly afjrniing 
his choice, is the lesson theme for to-day. 
This was, by no means, the first time he had 
chosen Jehovah as his God. Away bad: in 
Egypt, early in life, tho lirst choice had 
been made. AU through tho forty years ol 
desert life he had been faithful to his iirst 
covenant. Once, at least, this fidelity was 
sorely tested ; when he and Lho other spies 
returned from Canaan, ten reported 30 ad- 
•verscly that the people resolved to return 
to 12K-.pt. C;Uob and Joshua, true to their 
God, ran in among the people ar,d tried to 
still their sv.ui'inuriugs against God. "Bui 
ali the congregation: bade stone them with 
stones" ;Nurn. 14:10). Yet Joshua'stood 
firm. 7ror eighteen years after they en- 
tered the iar.d of promhe, Joshua had re- 
mained loyal to God. Others had taken up 
the form of idolatry, which Abraham had 
abandoned, but lie refused to turn away 
from observing to do acccrding to all the 
words of the law of God. This choice of 
Joshua's, therefore, was no new thing, but 
an old choice realnrmed. 


In our times there conao opportunities to 


rcafllrra our original choice. It is well then 
to do so. In doing this we may well be en- 
couraged and guided by Joshua's example. 
For by the reaffirciation of oar choice wo 
show that it is a deliberate act; not one 
reached in the excitement of a revival, or 
upon n bod of anxiety, b:it one made and 
reiterated calmly, after a quiet survey or 
the whole Held. It may be that in reaffirm- 
ing our choice wo may meet with opposition 
and ridicule. Well, then Joshua's example 
may help us to bo brave in our attitude. 
Every Christian should ahvays be ready to 
say: u I care not what others may do, hut 
as for mo and my house, we will serve tho 
Lord." That this choice will be a wise 
choice who can doubt who looks back at his 
own experience? What true Christian can 
fail to sf.e that all that, is good'.in him has 
come from God! And that his real failures 
in life have come from his failure to follow 
God's way? Ail our own experience, and 
all the experience of Christians of all time, 
points in the same direction. Finally, our 
choice may be a fruitful choice. We may 
thus influence others who arc on tho verge 
of a wrong choice.' Wo rnay also persuade 
others who have made a wrong choice to 
choose again, and this time for the right— 
Ztec. A. F.
